ta il# bill will 
soon be settled. 
T wo or three in­ 
form al conferences of the democrats 
w ere held yesterday. 
One of the most 
interesting questions to the outside 
world, in view of the attem pt of Sen­ 
ator Vilas’ representing the adminis­ 
tration, to take the duty from refined 
sugar, has been the attitude to be 
taken by the Louisiana senators. Yes­ 
terday Senator Callery said to a cor­ 
respondent: 
“If the house will not 
agree to the senate measure this fact 
m ust go before the country in its 
proper lig h t 
We have done the best 
we could and given to the people the 
best bill th a t was possible.” 
Every one is on the qui vive over the 
death struggle which is to take place 
in the senate to-day. 
lf Senator Vilas 
needs any assistance to get his sugar 
motion before the senate he will prob­ 
ably find the republicans ready to 
' help him, and there will be three or 
four democratic senators, it is said, 
who will back him up. 
The parlia­ 
m entary question involved is a very 
delicate one. 
The house bill provided 
for free sugar. 
The 
senate 
bill 
amended this, and provided for a duty 
of AO per cent on raw sugar, one-eighth 
of a cent per pound on refined sugar, 
and an additional one-ten th of a cent 
cjLrefined sugar from bounty coun­ 
te rs. 
Senator Vilas by his motion 
Friday proposed th at the senate should 
recede from the one-eighth of a cent 
on r e f in e d sugar, leaving the rest of 
the schedule as it is. 
The point made 
against his resolution is th a t the sen­ 
ate amended the schedule as a whole, 
and th at it can only recede from the 
whole and not from a p a rt 
It needs a defection of three only to 
beat the bill, and it is said th a t if th e 
senate bill can not go through, Brice, 
Gorman, and one or tw o ethers will 
see to it th a t no bill goes through. 
The uncertain quantity in calculations 
ju st now is Senator Irby of South 
Carolina. 
It is said th a t he was in 
close conversation yesterday w ith an 
avowed enemy of the bill, and it is 
known th at when the measure passed 
the Senate July 3 he would have voted 
against it had the Louisiana senators 
both stuck to their promise to do the 
same. 
No man knows w hat will happen in 
the senate to-day. 
The bill may be 
killed before night and, on the other 
hand, some combination may be made 
which will give it a new lease of life. 
A bill, which has passed the house, 
been amended by the senate, and *put 
into conference, can be killed in only 
one way, and th a t is by a motion to 
postpone either to a set date or indefi­ 
nitely. 
When a vote is reached on 
sugar, coal, iron, or any of the other 
test schedules, it wrould then be the 
ordinary thing to expect a motion to 
postpone the consideration of the bill 
indefinitely. 
This would kill the bill forever, as 
it could not be reconsidered, although 
technically it would be still alive. 
Should the dem ocrats desire to hold 
the bill over until the next session 
they could carry through a motion to 
postpone to some particular date be­ 
fore March 4, 1895. 
No other coutse 
is possible in the final disposition of 
the bill, and the President will have 
nothing whatever to say about it un­ 
less a bill should reach him which has 
been agreed upon by the two houses. 
lf the Vilas motion is allowed to 
stand it will be an absolute deathblow 
to the American Sugar Refining com­ 
pany, otherwise known as the sugar 
trust, which in th at event will have to 
pay 40 per cent on its raw m aterial, 
and have no additional protection on 
its m anufactured products. 
It 
is 
claimed the republicans will vote for 
free sugar alm ost if not quite to a 
man, and they 
will be joined by 
enough democrats to carry it 
But 
then they will also vote to postpone 
the bill indefinitely, and in this the 
chances are th at they will be joined 
by H ill the tw o Louisiana senators, 
and 
a t least one other democrat. 
Should this prove true, the Wilson 
bill w ill be set down in the great 
catalogue of the might-have-beens. 
The 
house branch of the tariff 
struggle 
is 
quiescent, while 
the 
senate’s position rem ains undefined. 
Three of the four house conferees 
have taken advantage of the senate 
struggle to get out of town and secure 
much needed rest. 
Mr. Wilson is at 
his West Virginia home, Mr. Mont­ 
gomery has gone to Kentucky and Mr. 
McMillin to New York. 
This leaves 
Mr. Turner as the only house con­ 
ferree in town, so th a t overtures to or 
from the house could not be made if 
desired. 
In short, the house 
to be leaving the question entirely 
w ith the senate for the present

Orders have been sent to 
every Chinese province calling upon 
each of them to furnish 20,00# troops 
to aid in the support of the govern­ 
m ent 
L o n d o n , July 23.—A telegram from 
Yokohama reports the acceptance by 
Corea of the reform s proposed by 
Japan is conditional upon the w ith­ 
draw al of the Japanese troops from 
Corea. The Japanese governm ent was 
surprised a t this stand, which is sup­ 
posed to prove th a t Chines# influence 
param ount in Corea.

W orked on It Before He W as Taken 
Sick, and Perfected It During the 
Time He W as About Before He 
Died— Machine 
Remarkably Sim­ 
ple, But W orks Perfectly. 


Like a message from the dead came 
a letter to Mrs. Henry A. Doty, last 
Friday. 
It was from Muon Se Co., the 
W ashington patent attorneys and pub­ 
lishers of the Scientific American, and 
contained the letters patent fo«* an in­ 
vention upon which her late husband 
had worked for a year to perfect and 
upon which the last work th at he did 
before bis death had been bestowed. 
The patent is on an electric street 
railw ay system th a t does away w ith 
the trolley and runs the cars from an 
underground current. 
The invention is simple in the ex­ 
treme. 
Two flexible m etal shoes take the 
current from insulated underground 
conductors by means of lugs attached 
to the conductor wires and clamped 
by the shoes on both their upper and 
under sides. 
From the shoes wires 
extend to the motor above, the conduc­ 
tors being laid in a conduit with a 
slot in the center sim ilar to the cable 
conduct now in use. 
A skillful ar­ 
rangem ent of 
rollers allows for the 
“ play" of the car laterally and the 
spring of the metal shoes. These allow 
the car to bob up and down,as they all 
do, w ithout breaking the 
current. 
This has always been a fatal defect in 
underground systems, but with the 
Doty invention it is impossible. 
Sim plicity a Great A dvantage. 
So simple is the invention, and yet 
so practical, th a t it will probably do 
aw ay entirely with the death-dealing 
trolley. 
It i6 claimed th at the cars 
can be run anywhere; across bridges, 
for instance, which a cable car cannot 
do. 
Previous inventions of the kind 
have been so complicated th at only an 
electrician could understand them. 
Hundreds of 
springs, screws, etc., 
have made the inventions valueless 
while the Doty machine is so simple 
th at any one can understand its prin­ 
ciple. 
Mrs. Doty will a t once lay 
the invention before Chicago people. 
Mr. Doty had been engaged in per­ 
fecting the device for some time past 
and his last work, done during the 
six weeks th at he was about, just pre­ 
vious 
to his 
death, 
was 
upon it 
and resulted in the finishing of the 
model, 
descriptions and drawings. 
Then he was taken sick again and 
died w ithout alluding to it. 
Before 
his death he assigned the devise to 
his wife andjshe heard nothing more 
of it until the patent came last week. 
Sinco then her mails have been heavy 
w ith circulars and letters relating to 
street railw ays. Mr. Doty’s confidence 
in the invention was unbounded as be 
had tested the model w ith the current 
from an incandescent light and found 
thai it worked perfectly.

cities, has chosen as the subiect for 
to-day’s serm on th ro u g h the press: 
“ W orth Living,” th e te x t being taken 
from L am entations I’J : 39, 
“W here­ 
fore doth a living m an com plain?” 
If we leave to th e evolutionists to 
guess w here we came from and to the 
theologians to prophecy w here we 
are going to, we still have left for con­ 
sideration the im portant fact th a t we 
are here. 
T here m ay be some doubt 
about w here the river rises and some 
d o u b t w here the river em pties, but 
th ere can be no doubt about the fact 
th a t we are sailing on it. 
So I am n ot 
surprised th a t everybody asks 
the 
question, “Is life w orth living?” 
Solomon in his unhappy m om ents 
says it is n o t 
“V anity,” “vexation of 
s p ir it” ‘‘no good,” arc his estim ate. 
T he fact is th a t Solomon w as a t one 
tim e a polygam ist and th a t soured his 
disposition. 
One wife m akes a m an 
happy; more th an one m akes him 
w retched. B ut Solomon was converted 
from polygam y to monogamy, and the 
la st words he ever wrote, as far as we 
can read them , w ere the words “m oun­ 
ta in s of spices.” 
B ut Jerem iah says 
in my te x t life is w orth living. 
In a book supposed to be doleful, 
and lugubrious, and sepulchral, and 
en titled “ L am entations,” he plainly 
in tim ates th a t the blessing of m erely 
living is so g reat and grand a blessing 
th a t though a m an have piled on him 
all m isfortunes and disasters he has 
no rig h t to complain.

w ill depend very m uch upon w hich 
w ay the w ind blows, 
lf the wind 
blow from the northw est and you ask 
him , he w ill say, “ Yes;” and if it blow 
from the n o rth east and you ask him, 
he w ill say, “No.” 
How are we then 
to g et th e question righteously an­ 
swered? 
Suppose we call all nations 
to g eth er in a g reat convention on 
e a ste rn e r w estern hem isphere, and le t 
all those who are in the affirm ative 
B ay “Aye” and all those who are in 
th e negative say “No.” 
W hile there 
w ould be hundreds of thousands who 
w ould answ er in 
the 
affirmative, 
there would be more m illions who 
w ould answ er in the negative, and be­ 
cause of the g reater num ber who have 
sorrow and m isfortune and trouble the 
“ Noes” w ould have i t 
The answ er I 
shall give will be different from either, 
and it will com mend itself to all who 
hear me this day as the rig h t answer. 
If you ask me “ Is life w o rth living?” 
I answ er, it all depends upon the kind 
of life you live. 
In th e first place, I rem ark, th a t a 
life of m ere money gettin g is alw ays a 
failure, because you will never get as 
m uch as you w a n t 
The poorest peo­ 
ple, in this country are the richest, 
and n ex t to them those who are h alf 
as rich. 
T here is not a scissors grind­ 
er on the streets of New York or 
B rooklyn who is so anxious to m ake 
m oney as these men who have piled 
up fortunes year after year in store 
houses, in governm ent securities, in 
ten em en t houses, in w hole city blocks. 
You o u ght to see them jum p w hen 
they hear the fire bell ring. 
You 
o u g h t to see them in th eir excitem ent 
w hen some bank explodes. 
You ought 
to see th eir ag itatio n w hen there is 
proposed a reform ation in the tariff. 
T heir nerves 
trem ble 
like 
h a m ­ 
strings, but no music in the vibration. 
They read th e reports from 
Wall 
stre e t in the m orning w ith a concern­ 
m ent th a t th rea ten s paralysis or apo­ 
plexy, or, m ore probably, they have a 
elegraph or a telephone 
in their 
own 
house, 
so 
they catch every 
b reath of change in the m oney m ar 
ket. 
The disease of accum ulation 
has eaten into them —eaten into th eir 
hearts, into th eir lungs, into th eir 
spleen, 
into th eir lives, 
into their 
bones. 
Chemists have som etim es analyzed 
the hum an body, and they say it is so 
m uch m agnesia, so m uch lime, so much 
chlorate of potassium . 
If some Chris­ 
tian chem ist would analyze one o]'. 
these financial behem oths he woulc 
find he is made up of copper, and gold, 
and silver, and zinc, and lead, anc. 
coal, and iron. 
This is n o t a life 
w orth living. 
There are too m any 
earth q u ak es in it, too m any agonies 


in it, too m any perditions in it. 
They 
build th eir castles, and they open 
their picture galleries, and they sum­ 
mon prim a donnas, and they offer 
every inducem ent for happiness to 
come and live there, but happiness 
w ill n o t come. 
T hey send footm anned and postil- 
lioned equipage to bring her; she w ill 
not ride to their door. 
They send 
princely escort; she will not take their 
arm. 
They m ake 
th eir 
gatew ays 
trium phal arches; she w ill n ot ride 
under them. 
They set a golden throne 
before a golden plate; she tu rn s aw ay 
from the banquet. 
They call to her 
from upholstered balcony; she w ill 
not listen. 
M ark you, this is the fail­ 
ure of those who have had large ac­ 
cum ulation. 
And then you m ust take into consid­ 
eration th a t the vast m ajority of those 
wTio m ake the dom inant idea of life 
m oney-getting fall far sh o rt of afflu­ 
ence. 
It is estim ated th a t only about 
tw o out of a hundred business men 
have an y th in g w orthy the nam e of 
success. 
A m an who spends his life 
w ith the one dom inant idea of finan­ 
cial accum ulation spends a life not 
w orth living. 
So the idea of w orldly approval. 
If 
th a t be dom inant in a m an’s life he is 
m iserable. 
The tw o m ost u n fo rtu ­ 
nate men in this country for the six 
m onths of next Fresidential cam paign 
w ill be the tw o m en nom inated for 
the P re sid e n t7. 
The reservoirs of 
abuse, and diatribe, and m alediction 
w ill gradually fill up, gallon above 
gallon, hogshead above hogshead, and 
about autum n these tw o reservoirs 
will be brim m ing full, and a hose w ill 
be attached to each one, and it w ill 
play aw ay on these nom inees, and 
they w ill have to stand it, and take the 
abuse, and the falsehood, and the 
caricature, and the anathem a, and the 
caterw auling, and the filth, and they 
w ill be rolled in it and rolled over and 
over in it u n til they are choked, and 
subm erged, and strangulated, and a t 
every sign of retu rn in g consciousness 
they w ill be barked a t by all the hounds 
of political parties 
from ocean to 
ocean. 
And yet, there are a hundred 
m en to-day struggling for th a t privi­ 
lege, and there are thousands of men 
who are helping them in the struggle. 
Now, th a t is not a life w orth living. 
You can g et slandered and abused 
cheaper th an that! T^ake it on a sm aller 
scale. 
Do n o t be so am bitious to have 
a whole reservoir rolled over on you. 
B ut w hat you see in the m atter of 
high political preferm ent you see in 
every com m unity in the struggle for 
w h at is called social position. 
Tens of thousands of people try in g 
to get into th a t realm , and they are 
under terrific tension. 
W hat is social 
position? 
It is a difficult thing to de­ 
fine, b u t we all know w hat it is. Good 
m orals and intelligence are not neces­ 
sary, 
b u t w ealth, or the show of 
w ealth, is absolutely indispensable- 
T here are men to-day as notorious for 
th eir libertinism as the n ig h t is famous 
for its darkness who move in w hat is 
called high social position. 
T here are 
hundreds of 
out-and-out rakes in 
Am erican society whose nam es are 
m entioned am ong the distinguished 
guests a t the g reat levees. 
They have 
annexed all the know n vices and are 
longing for other worlds of diabolism 
to conquer. 
Good 
m orals are not 
necessary in m any of the exalted 
circles of society. 
N either is 
intelligence necessary. 
You find in th a t realm men who 
would not know an adverb from an 
adjective if they m et it a hundred 
tim es a day, and who could not w rite 
a le tte r of acceptance or regrets w ith ­ 
out the aid of a secretary. 
They 
buy th eir libraries by 
the square 
yard, only anxious to have the bind­ 
ing Russian. 
T heir ignorance is posi­ 
tively 
sublime. 
M aking 
English 
gram m ar alm ost disreputable. 
And 
y et the finest parlors open before 
th em 
Good m orals and intelligence 
are not necessary, but w ealth, or a 
show of w ealth, is positively indis­ 
pensible. 
It does n o t m ake any dif­ 
ference how you got your w ealth, if 
you only got it. The best way for you 
to get into social position is for you to 
buy a large am ount on credit, then 
ju t your 
property 
in 
your wife’s 
name, have a few preferred creditors, 
and then m ake an assignm ent 
T hen 
disappear from the com m unity until 
the breeze is over and then come back 
and sta rt in the same business. 
Do 
you not see how beautifully th a t will 
ju t out all the people who are in com­ 
petition w ith you and try in g to m ake an 
lonest living? 
How quickly it w ill 
g et you into high social position! 
W hat is the use of forty or fifty years 
of hard w ork w hen you can by tw o or 
three b rig h t strokes m ake a g reat 
fortune? 
Ah! my friends, w hen you 
really lose your money, how quick 
they will le t you drop, and the higher 
you g et the harder you w ill drop. 
Amid the hills of New Ham pshire, 
in olden times, 
there sits a m other. 
T here are six children in the house­ 
hold—four boys and tw o girls. 
Small 
farm . Very rough, hard Work to coax 
a living out of i t M ighty tu g to m ake 
the tw o ends of the year m eet 
The 
boys go to school in w inter and w ork 
the farm in summer. 
M other is the 
chief presiding sp irit W ith her hands 
she knits all the stockings for th e lit­ 
tle feet, and she is the m antuam aker 
for the boys, and she is the m illiner 
for the girls. 
T here is only one mu­ 
sical instrum ent in the house—the 
spinning wheel. 
The food is very 
plain, b u t it is alw ays well provided 
The w inters are very cold, 
b u t are 
kept out by the blankets she quilted 
On Sunday, when she appears in the 
village church, her children around 
her, the m inister looks down, and is

children

Tobacco and M uscular Strength. 
Two eminent English physicians, 
Dr. Warren Lombard and Dr. Vaaghan 
Harley, have recently made an im­ 
portant series of experiments regard­ 
ing the influence of tobacco on mus­ 
cular effort. 
That influence was not 
so marked in the experiments of Dr. 
Harley as in those of Dr. Lombard. 
The conclusion which Dr. Harley has 
reached is that moderate smoking, in 
one accustomed to it, neither in­ 
creases the capacity for work nor re­ 
tards the approach of fatigue; though 
in some cases it may slightly diminish 
muscular power and hasten the tuna 
in which fatigue overcomes the sys- 
tefti. 


Could Have Won the Championship Up 
to 1889. 
There is an athletic record which, 
though it will not be found in any of 
the sporting guides or almanacs of 
to-day, is one of which America ought 
to be proud. 
It was made by George 
Washington.the father of his country, 
In the running broad jump. 
The dis­ 
tance cleared was 22 feet 3 inches. 
Exactly when and where and under 
what conditions Washington did this 
performance I do not know. Thack­ 
eray refers to it in “ The Virginians,” 
where he tells of the jumping match 
between Harry Warrington and Lord 
March and Ruglen. 
Harry wins with 
a jump of 21 feet 3 inches against 
his lordship’s 18 feet G inches. 
In his 
letter to Virginia Harry says he knew 
there was another in Virginia, Colonel 
G. Washington, who could clear a foot 
more. 
If Thackeray’s figures are correct 
Washington must have been a won­ 
derful athlete. 
He could easily have 
won any intercollegiate champion­ 
ship competition up to 1889, and most 
of the national championships. Then, 
too, it must be remembered that the 
future father of his country did not 
wear spiked shoes like the athletes 
of to-day, nor did he have a cinder 
path for his “ run,” nor a five-inch
